10. The decision ol. the Union Public Service Commission 
as to the eligibility or otherwise of a candidate shall be final, 

11 . A candidate who is or has been declared by the Com- 
mission guilty of impersonation or of submiting fabricated 
documents or documents which have been tampered with or 
of making statements which are incorrect or false or of sup- 
pressing material information or otherwise resorting to any 
other irregular or improper means for obtaining admission to 
llie examination, or of using or attempting to use unlair means 
in the examination hall or of misbehaviour in the examination 
hall, may, in addition to rendering himself liable to criminal 
prosecution, be debarred cither permanently or for a specified 
period : — 

(uj by the Commission for admission to any examination 
or appearance at any interview held by the Com- 
mission for selection ol candidates, and

12. No candidate shall be admitted to the examintion unless 
he holds a certificate ol admission from the Union Public Ser-

13. Any attempt on the part of a candidate to obtain sup- 
port for his candidature bv any means may disqualify him 
for admission. 

14. The examination will be conducted by the Commission 
in the manner prescribed, in Appendix 1 to the Notification. 

15. Candidates must pay the lee prescribed in Annexure 1 
to the Commission’s Notice. 

16. I he Union Public Service Commission shall prepare a 
list of candidates who obtain the minimum qualifying marks in 
the written examination as fixed by the Commission in their 
discretion. Such candidates shall appear betore a Services 
Selection Board for Intelligence and Personality Tests. The 
maximum marks obtainable at these Tests are .900. 

To be acceptable, candidates should secure the minimum 
qualifying marks separately in (i) written examination, and 
(ii) Services Selection Hoard Tests, its fixed by the Commis- 
sion in their discretion.

at the Services Selection Board, whether due to the negligence 
of any person or otherwise. Candidates will be required to 
sign a certificate to this effect on the form appended to the 
application. In the case of candidates who are minors, the 
required certificate must be signed by their parents or guardians 
in the form prescribed, 

17. The form and manner of communication of the result 
of the examination to individual candidates shall be decided 
by the Commission in their discrclion, and the Commission 
will not cuter into correspondence with them regarding the 
result. 

IS. Candidates when called for interview by a Services 
Selection Board. Medical Examination or for subsequent train- 
ing will be eligible for travelling allowance in accordance with 
the rules then in force. Candidates who have previously been 


before a Services Selection Board for the same type of Com- 
mission are not entitled to travelling allowance, when called 
up tor Services Selection Board interviews or Medical Exa- 
mination on subsequent occasions. 

19. Success at the examination confers no right of admis- 
sion to the Academy, 

A candidate must satisfy the appointing authority that he 
is suitable in all respects for admission to the Indian Military 
Academy. 

20. Before the candidate joins the Indian Military Academy — 

(a) he will be required to sign a certificate to the effect 
that he fully understands that he or his legal heirs 
shall not be entitled to claim any compensation or 
other relief from the Government in respect of any 
injury which he may sustain in the course of or as 
a result ol the training, or where bodily infirmity or 
death results in the course of or as a result of a 
surgical operation performed upon or anaesthesia 
administered to him for the treatment of any injury 
received as aforesaid or otherwise, 

(b) his parent or guardian will be required to sign a 
bond to the effect that, if tor any reason considered 
within his control, the candidate wishes to withdraw 
before the completion of the course or fails to accept 
a commission, if offered he will be liable to refund 
the whole _pr such portion of the cost of tution, food, 
clothing, and pay and allowances received, as may 
be decided upon by Government, 

21. Candidates finally selected will undergo a course of 
training lor about two years. Candidates will be enrolled 
under the Army Act as ’gentlemen cadets’, Gentlemen cadets 
wjll be dealt with for ordinary disciplinary purposes under the 
rules and regulations ot the Indian Military Academy, Brief 
particulars of the training and terms and conditions of Services 
are given in Appendix Jil to the Notification. 

22. While the cost ot training including accommodation, 
books, uniforms, boarding and medical treatment, will be 
borne by Government, candidates will be expected to meet their 
pocket expenses themselves. T he minimum expenses at the 
Indian Military Academy are not likely to exceed Rs. 55.00 
per mensem. If a cadet's parent or guardian is unable to meet 
wholly or partly even this expenditure, financial assistance 
may be granted by the Government. No cadet whose parent 
or guardian has an income of Rs. 350.00 per mensem or 
above would be eligible tor the grant of Ihe financial assistance. 
The immovable property and other assets and income from 
all sources are also, taken into account lor determining the 
eligibility for financial assistance. 

The parent/guardian of a candidate desirous of having any 
financial assistance, should immediately after his son/ward 
lias been filially selected for training at the Indian Military 
Academy submit an application through the District Magis- 
trate of his District who will with his recommendation forward 
llie application to the Commandant, Indian Military Academy.

23. Candidates li najj y selected for training at the Indian 
Military Academy will be required to deposit the following 
amount with the Commandant on arrival :■ —

24 . The following scholarships arc tenable at the Indian 
Military Academy: — 

(1) PARSHURAM BHAU PATWARDHAN Scholarship, — 
This scholarship is awarded to cadets from MAR ARAS1TTRA 
and K ARbjATAK, T he value of one scholarship is up to 
maximum of Rs. 500. (M.) per anuum for the duration of a 
cadet’s stay at the Indian Military Academy subject to the 
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cadet mukinc satisfactory pro tj res: . The cadets who arc yr a ti- 
led tliis scholarship will not be entitled to any other financial 
assistance from the Government. 

(2) COLONEL KENDAL FRANK MEMORIAL Scholar- 
ship.- -This scholarship is of the value Rs. 360.00 per annum 
and is awarded to an eligible MARATHA cadet who should 
be a son of ex-service man. The scholarship is in addition, 
to any financial assistance from the Government. 

23. An outfit allowance at the rates and under the general 
conditions applicable at the time for each cadet belonging to 
the Indian Military Academy will he placed at the disposal 
of the Commandant of the Academy. The unexpended por- 
tion of this allowance will be- - 

(,u handed over to llte cadet on his being granted a 
commission; or 

( h ) if he is nol granted a commission, refunded to the 
State. 

Oil being granted a commission, articles of clothing and 
ncccssa: ies purchased from this allowance shall become the 
personal pioperly of the cadet. Such articles will, however, 
be withdrawn from a cadet who resigns whilst under training 
or who is removed or withdrawn prior to commissioning. The 
articles withdrawn will be disposed of to the best advantage 
of I he State.. 

26. No candidate will normally be permitted to resign whilst 
under training. A civilian candidate who is not considered 
suitable to complete the full course of training may with the 
permission of the Army Headquarters be discharged. An Army 
candidate under these circumstances will be reverted to his 
Regiment or Corps. 

27. Commission will be granted only on successful com- 
pletion of training. The date of commission will be that fol- 
lowing the dale of successful completion of training. Com- 
mission will be permanent. 

28. Pay. and allowances, pension, leave and other condi- 
tions of service, after the grant of commission, 
will be idenlial with those applicable from time to time to 
regular officers of the army.

They will also be put to Group Tests, 
such as group discussions, group planning, outdoor group tasks, 
and asked to give brief lectures on specified subjects, All these 
tests arc intended to judge the mental calibre of a candidate, 
'n broad terms, this is really an assessment of not only his 
intellectual qualities but also his social traits and interests in 
current affairs. 

APPENDIX II 

Physical Standards for Admission to the Indian 
Military Academy 

To be passed (it for admission lo the Indian Military 
Academy a candidate must be in good physical and mental 
health and free from any disability likely to interfere with 
the efficient performance or duty. 

2. It will, however, be ensured that — 

(a) there is no evidence of weak conslilution, imperfect 
developments, serious malformation or «obesity; 
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(b) there Is no maldevelopmcnt or impairment of func- 
tion of the bones or joints; 

(i) A candidate with n rudimentary cervical rib 
detectable on physical examination is to be 
considered unfit. 

(ii) A candidate with si rudimentary cervical rib 
detected incidentally only on skiagram of the 
chest, when this is done, and in whom there 
are no signs or symptoms referable to the 
cervical rib. may be considered fit. However, 
the defect is minor disability and is to be 
noted as such in the medical board proceedings. 

(c) there is no impediment of speech. 

(d) there is no malformation of the head deformity 

from fracture or depression of the bones of the 
skull; : 

(e) there is no impaired hearing, discharge from or 
disease of either ear, unhealed perforation of the 
tympanic membranes or signs of acute or chronic 
suppurative otitis media or evidence of radical or 
mastoid operation. 

Note. — A soundly healed perforation without any impair- 
ment of the mobility of the drum and without 
impairment of hearing should not be a 1 bar to 
acceptance of a candidate for the Army. 

(f) there is no disease of bones or cartilages of the 
nose or nasal polypus or disease of the nasopharynx; 

Note. — A small asymptomatic traumatic perforation of the 
nasal septum would not be a cause for automatic 
refection. But such cases will be referred (o the 
Adviser in Otology for examination and opinion. 

(g) there are no enlarged glands in the neck and 
other parts of the body and that the thyroid aland 
is normal: 

N.B. —Scars of operations for th: removal of tuberculosis 
glands are not a cause for rejection nrovided that 
there has been no active disease wilhin the pre- 
ceding J years and the chest is clinically and radio- 
logicalv clear 

(h) there is no disease of the throat palate, tonsils or 
or gums or disease or ihjury affecting the normal 
function of either mandibular joint; 

N.B. — Simple hypertrophy of the tonsils, if there is no 
history of attacks of tonsillitis is not a cause for 
rejection. 

fl) there is no sign of functional or organic disease of 
the heart and blood vessels: 

(j) there is no evidence of pulmonary tuberculosis or 
previous history of this disease or any other chronic 
disease of the lungs; 

(k) there is no evidence of any disease of the digestive 
system including any abnormality of the liver and 
spleen; 

(l) there Is no hernia or tendency therelu; 

Note ( 1 ) Tnguinnl hernia (uroperated) will be a cause 
for rejection. 

f2) Those who have been operated for hernia may be 
declared medically fit provided ; 

(I) One year has elapsed sine: operation. Documentary 
proof to this effect to be produced by the candidates 

(ii) General lone of the abdominal musculature is good. 

(in) There has been no recurrence off the hernia or 
complication (hereto concerned with the operation. 

(m) there is no hydlrocele, or definite varicocele or any 
other disease or defect of the genital organs. 

N.B. — (i) A candidate who has been operated for hydiocrle 
will be accepted if there are no abnormalities or the 
cord and testicle and there is no evidence of fiiariasis. 

(ii) Undescended intra abdominal testicle, on one side 
should be no bur to acceptance provided the othc- 
testicle is normal and there is no untoward physical 


or psychological effect due to the undescended. 
testicle. Undescended testis retained in the inguinal 
canal or the external abdominal ring is, however, a 
bar to acceptance unless corrected by operation, 

(n) there iF. no fistula and/or fissure of the annus or 
evidence of haemorrhoids; 

(o) there is no disease of the kidneys. All cases of 
Glycospria or Albuminuria will be rejected; 

(p) ihcre is no disease of the skin unless temporary or 
trivial Scars, which by their extent or position 
cause or are likely to cause disability or marked 
disfigurement arc a Cause for rejection; 

(q) there ip no active latent or congenital venereal 
disease; 

(r) there is no history or evidence of mental disease. 
Candidates suffering from epilepsy, incontinuance of 
urine or enuresis will not be accepted; 

(s) there is no squint or morbid condition of the eye or 
of the lids which is liable to a risk of aggravation 
or recurrence; 

(t) there is no active trachoma or its complications. 

N.B. — Remedial operations are to be performed prior to 
entry. No guarantee is given of ultimate acceptance 
and it should be clearly understood by the candi- 
dates that the decision whether an operation is 
desirable or necessary is one to be made by their 
private medical adviser. The Government will 
accent no liability regarding the result of operation 
or any expense incurred. 

3. Standards Cor Height, Weight and Chest Measurements —

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(ii) It is not possible to lay down precise standards for 
weight in relation to height and age. The correla- 
tion table is, therefore, only a guide and cannot be 
applied universally. A ten per cent departure from 
the average weight given intlie table is fo be con- 
sidered as within normal limits. There may neverthe- 
less be some individuals who according to the aboove 
standard may be overweight but from the general 
build of the body aro fit in every respect. The 
overweight in such cases may be due to heavy bones 
and muscular development and not to obesitv. Simi- 
larly for those who are under-weight, the criteria 
should be the general build of the body and Pro- 
portionate development rather than rigid adherence 
to tile standards in the above table. 

(c) | Chest . — -The chest should be well-developed with a 
minimum range of expansion of 5.0 cm. The candidate’s 
chest will be measured by making him stand erect with his 
feet together, and his arms raised over his head. The tape 
will be so adjusted round the chest that its uodci' edge touches 
the interior angles of the shoulder-blades behind and its lower 
edge the upper part of the nipples in front The arms will 
then be lowered to hang loosely by the side Care will be 
taken that the shoulder are not th'-^wn un wards o'- back- 
wards so as to displace the tape. The candidate will then 
he directed to take a deep inspiration several times and the 
maximum and minimum expansion of the chest will be care- 
fully noted. The minimum and maximum will then be re- 
corded in cm. thus 84/89, 86/91 etc. 

In recording the measurement, decimal fraction lower than 
0.6 centimetre will be ignored and 0.6 centimetre or more 
will be recorded as one.

T t should be ensured that a sufficient number of natural 
and sound teeth are present for efficient mastication. 

fa) A -candidate must have a minimum of 14 dental 
points to be acceptable, in order to assess the dental 
condition or an individual points are allotted as 
under for teeffi in good apposition with correspond- 
ing teeth in the other Jaw : — 

fi) Central incisor, lateral incisor, canine 1st and 
2nd pre-molar and underdeveloped 3rd molar- 1 
point each.

When all 32 teeth arc present, there will be a total 
count of 22 points.

Noth. — Candidates or direct commission and technical 
graduates, with well fitting dentures will, however, be ac- 
cepted for commission. 

(c) Candidates suffering from severe pyorrhoea will be 
rejected. Where the state of rvrrhoea is such that 
in the opinion of the dental office 1 !' it can be cured 
without extraction of teeth, the candidates may be 
accepted.

— Tile candidate will have no loss 
of hearing in either ear at frequencies 128 to 4096 
cycles per second. (Audiometry reading between 
plus 10 and minus 10).
